The Supreme Court ^yesterday decided 


that the Queen's Hospital to entitled to 
Its subsidy as * public Institution, up- 
holding the right of, tiie Legislature f° 
appropriate such. *The appropriation 
was cut down by the legislature In 
•pedal nesslon, but the hospital is en- 
titled ,to the old subsidy up to July 1. 
Other hospitals are also affected by the 
decision. 
In Its decision, which is unanimous, 


written by Judge Perry, the court says: 


*TThe money appropriated, payment 
ot which Is sought by this appeal to'be 
•enforced, wa» collected by taxation and 
cmn be expended for public purposes 
only— It may not lawfully be used for 
purposes of private Interest. What is 
% public purpose within the -meaning 


, «t tbte rule, It Is not always easy to 
.determine. No general definition, to 
*&ply Jn all cases, need be. laid down. 
It is sufficient to determine In each 
particular case whether, upon all the 
facts and circumstances, the purpose' 
is a public one. 
. 
"In this jurisdiction and elsewhere^ 
to provide and care for the Indigent 
«tclc 'has long been recognized as a 
^proper and, perhaps, necessary function 
of government. Tfatt | provision <and 
care Is sometimes furnished .In hospi- 
tals owned and conducted by the gov- 
ernment itself; but If the government 
does not own or rtAnifadn. such an 4n- 
•tttutlon, the relief may with equal 
propriety 
be furnished 
indirectly 


through a hospital conducted by in- 
dividuals for public purposes and not 
«or private gain, by assisting, to a 
•reasonable degree, in the maintenance. 
of such Institution. 
"If- the purposes ot the Hospital are 


«a be ascertained from the charter 
atone, there can be no doubt that It, is 
* public charity and, consequently, the 
public aid may be extended to it It Is 
contended, however, that the charter 
J« fn conflict -with the provisions of the 
statute under which H Is said to have 
Keen granted,— the act of April 20, 1859.

JUDGE LITTLE ENTERTAINS 


THE KILO 


Tells Them About Patriarchs, Panama Canal, 


Republican Prosperity and Some of His 
Personal Experiences in His Last Charge. 


In his charge to the Grand Jury on 


the convening of the May term of the 
Circuit Court, Judge Little gave ex- 
pression Tto some patriotic utterances. 
His address is a* follows: 


"If tiie,old patriarchs could rise and 


•peak to us, what charming bits of his- 
tory they could dwell upon touching 
the conduct of their day and genera- 
tionswhich have: followed' along: down, 
the avenues of time until we find our- 
selves this day discussing the same 
subject, excepting that we follow the 
plans of our day and time under the 
forms of our more modern law*.v 


"The sentinel* of peace and good, 


order have, in,' my Judgment, never 
been more watchful than now. tt was 
a part of their duty then, as now, and 
farmer grand Juries have been in our 
own,time most effective and salutary 
in suppressing evil. 
, 


"The establishment of a grand Jury 


a* one element of the freedom of the 
citizens has resulted' in Incalculable' 
good. 


"Unlike the Spaniards in the time 


of the good saint, we have" a good gov- 
ernment- But It Is not true that the 
lawlessness which prevails Jn our land 
i* unsurpassed in the worst of the 
governments of these early days. And 
'yet I am afraid tbe angels will not take 
up their'abode amongst us until we 
refornv, somewhat, so it devolves upon 
thegrand juries to assist in maintaining: 
peace and good order. What blessings 
we havel No people on earth enjoy 
liberties so large! The burdens of a 
benevolent government are scarcely ap- 
preciable. They are returned to- the 
people in many forms of most'Striking 


vand widespread benefit. Millions are 
expended for the development of our 
rivers and harbors. Public buildings, 
spacious, comfortable, exquisite in ar-1 
/chitectnre are constructed aU over the 
land for the convenience of the people 
and the ready disposition of tbe pub- 
lic business of the country.

It, 'may In" truth .be no less effective 
than a- high-minded ; preacher. .Both 
have noble missions, .but while the lat- 
ter can depict the sinner In glowing 
colors— the lurid terrors 'which, await 
him in the life to come-rthe former can 
give to" that reprobate a very convinc- 
ing illustration of the wages of sin in 
the life that now Is. This is sometimes 
.salutary to those who would not be 
moved by the -spirit, but who yet re^- 
ceive lasting benefit by pains and pen- 
alties to the flesh tuvler the form* of 
law.'- I have somettmes thought that 
the grand' juror confronting the baleful 
organization of crime and criminals, 
either in a greater or less degree, 
should be animated by some of the 
Spirit of Cromwell, who, as he drew his 
sword at Dunbarr shouted in the word* 
of the psalmist.

"But in the presence df all: the pros- 


perity to which I have referred we 
must not forget that the spirit of law- 
lessness, in a great many- /ways, is 
abroad in the land like the grinning 
skull of the flkeleton, ever present amid 
the flowers and wines and music, and 
the entertainment of a-'Roman-banquet. 
Your duty is, therefore, like the' mari- 
ner at sea, to take your progress on 
the course ot civilization and its in- 
fluence on your fellow man.: 


J'I would not harrow you by the evi- 


dence that a revival In the enforcement 
of law and in the punishment of crime 
is Indispensable to our present and our 
future well-being. We all recognize 
that fact, and; evidence might be of- 
fered mountain high to establish It. 
A single illustration X wm give to indi- 
cate in a measure the necessity for the 
performance of your duty, unhesitat- 
ingly and faithfully: 


"But a little while ago,' by accident, 


it' came to me in a voice "out of the 
night speaking tbe anguish of. a wo- 
man's heart. Who was she? 
I know 


not, nor do I carer to know. Iwasnising 
a telephone, when, by the mysterious 
induction of electricity, this message 
to'another came to my ear. It was to 
her husband she said in tones whose 
l>atnoa will ring ever hi my memory: 
•Here I am late at night, alon? with 
the children; I am lonely and frighten- 
ed as I can be, and there you, are gam- 
bling. Won't you please come home?1 
These pathetic "words 
accidentally 


heard upon this particular line of crime 
are but faintly expressive of the agony 
of many thousand gentle hearts. Hearts 
or mothers, wives and -children, occa- 
sioned by the many forms of crime 
which go nnwhlpped by Justice. Why? 
Because the laws enacted by tbe repre- 
sentatives of, our people, not in one 
place but in many places, are practical- 
ly a dead letter. What evangels -of 
civilization! What advance agents of 
prosperity yet unknown would be tbe 
grand jurors and other officers of the 
law who would, as they easily can do.

and the cries of starving children.''

the wrong doer to'look higher, to be a 
man of ideals.

If he be a law abiding citi- 
zen and have the fear of .God m hi* 
heart he win be incapable of such fail- 
ure and tbe grand Jury win have no 
terrors for him."—Hilo Tribune.

There is to doubt in the ndnds of

Therefore, we 
would recommend to the proper author- 
ities to renew their efforts In putting a 
stop to the illicit sate of liquors. Tnere 
is yet another phase to this question, 
vis: retail liquor dealers who pay an 
annual license of W.OOO have a legal 
right to be protected.
